GEOLOGICAL  FEATURES  OF  THE  DISTRICT.— Northern  Portion,  Lower 
Lias ;  Central  Portion,  Lias  Marlstones  and  Midford  Sands ;  Southern  Portion,  Fuller’s 
Earth  formation,  with  outcrops  of  Inferior  Oolite  and  Midford  Sands. 


LOCAL  INDUSTRIES. — Agriculture  and  Glove-making,  Sail  Cloth,  Rope,  Matting 
Manufacturers,  Stone  Quarrying  and  Building,  2  Iron  Foundries,  Factories  for  Dairy  Goods  and 
for  Cattle  Fodder,  Saw  Mill  and  Poultry  Appliance  Factory. 


Appended  are  tabular  statements  of  Vital  Statistics  and  Annual  Report  of  the 
Administration  of  the  Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1891. 


Birth  Rate. 

297  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the  year  ;  equivalent  to  birth  rate  1ST  per 
1,000  estimated  gross  population.  Quinquennial  mean  19'5.  The  birth  rate  for  1913  is  the 
lowest  for  many  years.  Nett  number  of  births  (transferable  births  added)  300. 


Death  Rate. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages,  registered  during  the  year,  as  having  actually 
occurred  within  the  district  190,  equal  to  a  death  rate  11'5.  Quinquennial  mean  197,  equal  to 
death  rate  1P9. 

Deaths  at  all  ages  of  “  Residents  ”  belonging  to  localities  of  the  district,  occurring 
beyond  the  district  34  (added).  Nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  (at  all  ages)  224,  equal  to 
death  rate  13'6. 


Infantile  Mortality. 


Deaths,  registered  within  the  district,  15.  Nett  deaths  18 — equal  to  rate  60'6  per  1,000 
births  registered. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASE. — Notification  of  infectious  diseases  52.  Causes  of  death — 

Measles  3,  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  13. 

DIPHTHERIA. — 4  notifications,  no  death.  One  of  the  patients,  a  child,  came  into 
the  district  on  a  visit  from  a  distant  place  ;  in  this  case  evidently  the  infection  was  latent  and 
not  acquired  here.  The  other  instances  were  sporadic,  separate  in  time  and  place  of  occurrence 
and  for  which  neither  local  cause  or  contact  was  assignable.  In  one  of  the  latter  bacteriological 
examination  gave  negative  result.  In  all  cases  bacteriological  examination  is  made  for  purpose 
of  diagnosis  and  after  convalescence. 

Antitoxin  is  gratuitously  supplied  by  the  Council  to  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district.

ENTERIC  FEVER. — Absent  from  the  district. 


OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. — A  notifiable  disease.  No  instance  during  the 
year ;  in  the  event  of  its  occurrence  immediate  attention  would  be  given  to  insure  efficient 
medical  and  nursing  treatment. 

MEASLES. — As  this  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  and  as  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases 
are  not  attended  by  doctors,  a  correct  estimate  of  extent  of  an  epidemic  is  uot  possible.  It  was 
prevalent  in  the  district  during  the  year.  Measles  is  one  of  the  most  fatal  of  children’s  diseases 
and  “  leaves  behind  it  disabling  sequels,  impairing  the  educability  of  children  and  the  efficiency 
of  adults.” 

4  deaths  occurred  from  Measles  during  the  year. 

The  following  Schools  were  closed  for  periods  owing  to  prevalence  of  Measles : — 
Haselbury,  West  Chinnock,  Tintinhull,  Norton-sub-Hamdon,  Load,  Stoke-sub-Hamdon, 
Martock. 

Marston  Magna  School  was  closed  during  April  owing  to  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough. 

PHTHISIS. — 41  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  8  of  other  tuberculous 
disease.  13  deaths.  Such  notifications  are  reported  weekly  to  the  County  Council,  to  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  eventually  to  the  Health  Visitors ;  the  latter  visit  the  place 
indicated  and  report  to  the  District  Health  Officer.  Further  progress  appears  to  be  made  in 


'!  ' 
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arrangements  for  institutional  and  domiciliary  treatment.  Open-air  shelters,  disinfectants  and 
sputum  cups  are  supplied  by  the  District  Council.  On  primary  notification  the  Health  Officer 
visits  the  house  or  consults  with  the  medical  attendant  as  to  the  condition  and  domestic 
circumstances  of  the  patient  and  as  to  the  possibility  of  home  or  institutional  treatment. 
Subsequent  visits  and  professional  enquiry  are  made,  generally  followed  by  attendance  and 
administration  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  death  or  removal  of  a  patient  the  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  are 
disinfected  in  the  Council’s  Thresh’s  Steam  Disinfector.  The  walls  of  the  rooms,  stripped  when 
necessary,  are  sprayed  with  Izal  ;  furniture  and  floors  wiped  with  the  same  fluid  and  subsequent 
distemper  of  walls  and  ceilings. 

CANCER. — 22  deaths.  This  cause  of  suffering  and  death  is  persistent,  its  diminution 
seems  hopeless. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  is  steady  decrease  in  the  number  of  births ;  the  death  rate  is  rather  below  the 
average. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  is  rather  less  than  average  and  the  mortality  appears  to 
be  from  no  preventable  causes. 

WATER  SUPPLY. — The  greater  portion  of  the  district,  with  regard  to  population, 
is  served  by  public  and  private  constant  supplies.  Otherwise  by  wells  and  springs. 

Supply  is  now  laid  on  at  North  Perrott. 

Negotiations  are  still  in  progress  for  water  service  to  Barwick.  The  matter  of  supply  of 
Mudford  and  Chilton  Cantelo  is  still  under  arrangement,  with  prospect  of  early  settlement. 

Bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  has  recently  been  made  of  the  public  supplies 
of  Martock,  South  Petherton,  Tintinhull  and  Montacute,  in  each  case  the  report  was 
satisfactory. 

HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. — Details  of  number,  condition  and  inspection 
of  houses  will  be  found  in  the  tabulated  statement. 

SEWERAGE. — The  construction  of  works  at  Stoke-sub-Hamdon  are  in  an  advanced 

stage. 

Tintinhull. — The  system  of  removal  and  disposal  by  means  of  settling  tanks  and 
irrigation  is  complete  and  working  satisfactorily. 

Ash. — Construction  of  new  sewer  to  be  laid  by  the  side  of  the  main  road  is  now  in 
progress. 

Attention  has  been  called  to  pollution  by  sewage  of  the  brook  at  Marston  Magna  and  the 
nuisance  caused  thereby. 

MILK  SUPPLY. — Details  of  inspections  of  milk  shops  and  dairies  will  be  found  in 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Beport.  There  is  nothing  in  the  health  condition  of  the  district  to 
cause  suspicion  as  to  the  wholesome  cleanliness  of  the  milk  supply. 

In  this  locality  milk  is  generally  supplied  direct  from  the  cow  to  the  consumer,  and 
without  storage  by  the  dairyman. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES _ A  Code  of  Regulations  has  been  approved  and  is  now 

in  force. 

Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  and  opportunity  taken  for  examination  of  meat ; 
there  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  periodically  visited;  only  minor  alterations 
have  been  required  ;  the  sanitary  conditions  generally  satisfactory. 


SCAVENGING _ Only  in  Martock  and  South  Petherton  is  there  any  systematic 

scavenging ;  there  is  no  provision  for  destruction  of  refuse. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  have  been  visited,  the  sanitary  condition  of  which 
is  generally  satisfactory. 

Schools  closed  owing  to  prevalence  of  infectious  disease  are  disinfected  by  spraying,  etc., 
before  re-opening. 

ADOPTIVE  ACTS. — Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1890.  Part  3  adopted, 
so  far  as  applicable  to  Rural  District. 

Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907,  not  adopted. 

Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1890.  Sections  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  10,  13  and  15  adopted. 

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  not  adopted. 

LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  BOARD  INQUIRY  was  held  at  Somerton,  re 
Somerton,  Kingsdon,  Ilchester  and  Northover  Water  Supply. 

Loan  of  £104  for  Ilchester  subsequently  sanctioned. 

The  above  was  the  only  Local  Government  Board  Inquiry  during  the  year.
